Private consortium andBSC wfll 
begin discussions tomorrow on 
takeover of Consett steelworks

The British Steel Corporation 
and a private consortium will 
begin talks tomorrow which 
could lead to a takeover of the 
corporation's Consett steel¬ 
works that closed last week. 

Representatives of the con¬ 
sortium, which _ has _ not 
announced its compositions 
have formally communicated 
their interest to die BSC and 
in t!ic past two days have met 
to finalize their plans. 

The boards of the companies 
involved were being asked yes¬ 
terday formally to commit their 
companies to participate.

The unreal situation at Liverpool 
that brought docks showdown 


The possibility—indeed prob¬ 
ability—of a national ports 
strike, has appeared to arrive 
with the swiftness of one of 
those lightning strikes that 
used to be so characteristic of 
life on the Merseyside water¬ 
front a few years ago. 

Rut in reality there is 
nothing sudden nr unexpected 
about it. The Port of Liver¬ 
pool has been living with an 
unreal situation for a long 
time. A showdown was bound 
to come: and indeed the 
present crisis, including the 
probability of a national strike 
call, was signalled in The 
Times three months ago. 

It is possible to get bogged

Dr Alderman, a practising 
orthodox Jew, says that for the 
National Front. Jewish mem¬ 
bers. or members of Jewish 
origin, however few. are' 
excellent propaganda material. 
** For the Anglo-Jewish estab¬ 
lishment they are a severe 
embarrassment." 

Earlier this month, a research 
report published by the 
Institute of Jewish Affairs 
denied a claim that an articu¬ 
late and orchestrated Jewish 
vote exists in Britain. 

“ Kardlv any Jew in the 
House of Commons owes his 
position to his Leadership of the 
'Jewish community’ or to an 
ethnic block vote ", Dr Barry A. 
Kasmin. director of rhe research 
unit of the Board of Deputies 
of British Jews and consultant 
tn the research unit on ethnid 
relations at Aston University, 
Birmingham, said. 

Dr Alderman says in his 
paper that since 1974" the Jewish 
voters of Britain have been 
exhorted, both by political 
parties and by communal 
leaders, ro approach .political 
affairs, and hence' to' exercise 
their franchises, in a Jewish 
way, “in a way, that is, which 
would reflect, and serve their . 
interests not just as British 
citizens bur as Jewish citizens. 

In 1979, he says, the Board 
nf Deputies, in addition to 
urging an anti-Natjonal Front 
vote, sent a list tn deputies of 
85 key seats, in which it 
recommended approaches to all 
candidates of the main political 


• parties " to ascertain their 
views on Middle East matters". 

In the mid-1970s, several 
MPs, including Mrs Margaret 
Thatcher at Barnet, Finchley, 
became “prisoners of the 
Jewish voters ", be claims. 

The MPs. mostly Conserva¬ 
tives, included Mr John Gorst 
at Barnet Hendon North'; Mr 
Geoffrey Firisberfi.- at Camden, 
Hampstead; ' Mr Thomas 
Jrcmonger and Mrs Millie 
Miller (Labour) ar Redbridge, 
Ilford, North ; Mr Tiro Salis¬ 
bury ai Rove; and Mr Janies 
Callaghan (Labour) at Middle- 
ton and Prestwfch (not tfye 
party leader). 

In October, 1§74, Mra 
Thatcher retained, her seat with 
a majority reduced to 3,911. 
In February, 1975, die became 
the first leader of a main party 
to contest a constituency where 
the Jewish vote, then roughly 
8,700, or 16 per cent of the 
electorate, was crucial. Dr 
Alderman says. Her majority 
in the May, 1979,' election was

At the end of 1974 Mr 
Michael Fidler, president of 
the Board of Deputies from 
1967 to 1973 .and Conservative 
MP for Bury and Radcliffe from 
1970-1974, formed -and became 
director of the Conservative 
Friends of Israel, to enlist 
support of Conservative iVfPs 
and peers in the cause of the 
Jewish state, and to demon¬ 
strate the strength of support 
for Israel within the party. 
Mrs Thatcher - was an early 
adherent of that group. Dr 
.Alderman says. 

A speech by Sir Keith Joseph 
at' the Ilford by-eleccoa in 
1978 was the first time In more 
than 50 years that a leading 
Conservative ‘ politician, more 
or less officially, had appealed 
to Jewsih voters to support the 
party on' an important policy 
issue ‘and had witnessed a 
positive response. Dr Alderman 
says. 

He notes that the Conserva¬ 
tives won back Ilford North 
on a siting of .6.9 per cent, but 
among Jewish '.voters there the 
swing to the Conservatives was 
11.2 per cent.. 


Risks seen in outdated 


brain operations

Crude and oId-fashiooed brain 
Surgery is still being carried 
out in this country perhaps 
causing irreversible damage to 
patients, according to MIND, 
the mental health pressure 
group. 

There are enormous differ¬ 
ences in the surgical techniques 
used and in the parts of the 
brain which are cut open, Mind 
Out, the group’s journal says. 

Some doctors still use free¬ 
hand operating methods, or suc¬ 
tion, to remove sections of tbe 
brain rather than the more com¬ 
plicated X-ray technique where 
radioactive rods or implanted 
to destroy particular bits of the 
brain, Mr Larry Gostin, MIND’S 
legal director, and Miss Lindsay 
Knight, the authors, say. 

A survey of operations, car¬ 
ried out by the Royal College 
of Psychiatrists between 1974 
and 1975. showed that patients 
were given this surgery . for 
mental disorders ranging from 
depression, where there is - some 
evidence to show it can he 
effective. to aggression, 
anorexia nervosa, schizophrenia 
and self-destructive behaviour, 
where tiiere is far less evidence. 


Thu.;, the surgical tech¬ 
niques do not yet conform to 
any widely honoured medical 
orthodoxy,*’ the article says. •‘‘It 
is disquieting that the same site 
in the brain is the target for 
treating quite different dis¬ 
orders. 


MIND is also concerned rbht 
psychosurgery is sometimes 
used to change a person’s anti¬ 
social behaviour, such as ex¬ 
treme aggression. 

Yet there are no monitoring 
arrangements,, guidelines, con¬ 
trols or regulations concerning 
that treatment in Britain. “ Par¬ 
liament, the DHSS, health 
authorities and the medical 
profession have remained 
almosr totally silent on this 
issue:’’. 

MIND says psychosurgery 
should be strictly regulated' to 
ensure that it is only given with 
informed consent and where 
there is clear evidence of its 
effectiveness and safety. One 
place where it is undertaken, 
with meticulous .care; and con¬ 
siderable success is. at the 
Geoffrey Knight Psychosurgical 
uniL-Brookwood General Hospi¬ 
tal. London, where almost one- 
third of all the operations in 
Britain are performed. 

The technique stems from the 
theory that the frontal lobes of 
the brain gorern and control, 
emotion : by removing parts of 
them the patient’s chronic 
anxienty or depression is 
lessened.

Welsh doctor’s holiday

Only slightly more than one 
in three fifteen year olds can. 
divide 40 by 0B and fewer thair 
half know how to define, a 
square, according to the first 
national survey of the age 
group’s mathematical abilities* 

published yesterday. 

■The survey shows that while 
most 15.year olds cat) cope with 
very simple sums of addition 
and subtraction, there is a drop 
in the-success rate of up to 30 
per cent when the sums are 
presented in a more compli¬ 
cated or unfamiliar way. 

It 8Iso -shows that boys do 
better at all kinds of sums than 
girls. . 

- About -Sd to 90 ; per- cent of 
pupils can do sums such as 76 
multiplied by seven and 396 
divided by six,-out only 35 per 
cent could give the correct 
answer to 40 divided by 0B, 
the survey shows. 

About-one in two 15 .year 
olds can add one half and one 
sixteenth, and the same number 
can multiply simple fractions; 
Bor -subtraction or division of 
fractions is found more diffi¬ 
cult. and only 40 per cent gave 
correct-answers. 

‘ The survey was carried ouc in 
1978 by the Assessment of Per¬ 
formance Unit (APU) at -the 
Department of Education and 
Science. Ir follows a report 
published, earlier this year on 
the mathematical abilities of 11 
year olds. and is to be followed 
by further reports on both age 
groups. • . • 

Tests on the use -of matfife- 
matics in an everyday cooicxt 
showed that 62 per cent of 
.pupils coaid calculate the dis¬ 
tance travelled when given two 
mileoraeter readings, but only 
25'per* cenr were able to calcu¬ 
late an electricity bill from two 
meter readings given the stand¬ 
ing charge and the price for 
each unit. -... 

About half coul'd work out- 
.die price of a new suit,, given 
the original price and the fact, 
that it had been reduced 30 per 
cent 

.In geometry, half the pupils 
could measure an acute angle 
precisely and a further 20 per 
cent were only one degree out. 
But with obtuse angles, the suc¬ 
cess rate fell to only 35 and 25 
per cent respectively, • *- 
Overall, the survey says that 
children in rural areas did 
better than those in city areas 
and pupils-in south England 
and Northern Ireland generally 
achieved, higher . scored than' 
those -ib the North and the 
Midlands. Pupils in Wales had 
rh.e lowest mean scores. , 

' The unit says that tbe results 
must be treated with caution. It 
would be misleading, it com¬ 
ments, to draw inferences from 
one set of results in isolation 
from the rest. 

On average the scores ranged 
from 21 per cent to 64 per cent 
with an overall average of 40.4’ 
per cent. But the unit says it 
would bare been quite easy to 
have got -the average scores up 
to 50 per cent by including a 
different mix of. easy 'or hard 
questions.-. 

The survey was based on 
written and practical tests given 
to about 10,000 pupils from 
English schools; about 2,500 
from Welsh schools and 2,000 
from Northern Ireland. Alto-' 
gether about 600 schools took 
part.

raar to impose new taxes. “ But 
if you are going to restore 
some form of people paying 
for radio, the only way is at 
the point of sale of the set.” 

The question of taping was 
very important because people 
■were increasingly video-taping 
BBC programmes and not pay¬ 
ing anything fa copyright; 
therefore the one way to raise 
some revenue to plough back 
into the programmes being 
taped was’, by exacting duty 
when the machine was bought. 

He said he was against even 
a limited fora of advertising 
being accepted by the BBC and 
said it should be possible for 
tbe licence fee to be paid in 
monthly instalments over tbe 
post office counter if people 
wished.

Israel says group of detained 
Arabs committed eight 
murders in occupied West Bank

The Israeli Military Com¬ 
mand today announced that 
security forces hare arrested 
a group of Arabs allegedly res¬ 
ponsible for eight lerorisr out¬ 
rages. including the murder 
last May of six Jews on their 
way home from Sabbath ere 
services in the comb of the 
..Hebrew patriarchs in Hebron. 

An official announcement 
said .tbc group capurred this 
weekend included four men 
who, dllagedly confessed to at¬ 
tacking file worshippers from 
a roftop with Kalashnikov as¬ 
sault rifles, a Karl Gustav sub¬ 
machine gun, hand grenades 
and improved demolition 
charges. Six alleged accomlices . 

lid to have sheltered and fed 
the men since the attack were 
also under arrest. 

Tonight, military headquart¬ 
ers'announced that the West 
Bank homes of the four men 
were demolished in a punitive 
action. Three more houses be¬ 
longing to Arabs arrested last 
week for allegedly plotting to 
seize Israeli hostages in a ter¬ 
rorist attack during Rosh Hash- 
ana, the Jewish New Year, 
were also bulldozed. 

The Hebron ambush on May 
2 was the bloodiest terrorist 
a track in the occupied terri¬ 
tories since the West Bank fell 
to Israel in the 1%7 war. It 
led'to repressive measures, in¬ 
cluding a long curfew- and the 
sudden banishment of the 
Mayor and Islamic judge of 


Hebron and the Mayor of the 
neighbouring village of Halhoul 
for alleged incitement. 

The break in the intensive 
four-month manhunt tool: place 
over the weekend, when an 
Army patrol in the Jordan val- 
iev caught two alleged mem¬ 
bers of the cell. They apparent¬ 
ly planned to ford the river to 
the East Bank. They surren¬ 
dered without resistance. 

Details of their interrogation 
were not revealed but it was 
followed rapidly by the deten¬ 
tion of other alleged members 
of the ceil and their accom¬ 
plices, as well os to the dis¬ 
cover/ of their arsenal. 

Searches also yielded a shoe 
gun alleged to have been used 
to kill an Israeli couple—Uriel 
and Hadassah Barak—who were 
shot in their car in March last 
•/ear while on an outing near 
Beit Govrin. in Israel proper.' 

A camera stolen from the 
couple was also recovered. One 
of the alleged Hebron killers,' 
named as Muhammad Shabiki, 
aged 28, was said ro have con¬ 
fessed to the murder of the 
couple, according to an official 
Army statement. 

The Israeli defence forces 
radio station said today that 
some of the explosives in the 
arms cache was of the tvpe 
used in the booby traps that 
blew of the legs of the Mavors 
of Nablus and Ramallah and 
partially blinded an Israeli sap¬ 
per. However, the arrested men 
disclaimed any knowledge of 
the booby trapping of the 
mayors’ cars. 


Military sources here najped 
the commander of the Hebron 
guerrilla operation' as Yassir 
Zeidat. aged 30, of Eani-Naim, 
near Kobrin. He had allegedly 
fired Katyusha rockets at KJr- 
yat Arba, Jewish suburb of 
Hebron, in • 1977 and Then 
escaped to Jordan, ir was stated. 
Later, it claimed, he 

worked as an instructor in arms 
and explosives- in a guerrilla 
training camp in southern 
Lebanon until he was sent bock 
to the West Bank to head the 
cell. 

His deputy was _ named as 
Adnan Jabar, of Jeniu, who had' 
received guerrilla training .in 
the Soviet Union. The br3in of 
the operation was claimed to 
have been Taisar Snina, aged 
28, a marhematics teacher in 
a Iicbron secondary school. 
According to Army sources, he 
had planned the Hebron attack 
and participated in it. 

The alleged accomplices 
behind bars included Om.ir 
Kahroub, aged 30, of Beit Jala, 
in the Bethlehem area. A 
chemist who graduated fmm 
Beirut University, he was 
alleged to have supplied the 
chemicals for the improvised 
detonation charges dropped 
from the roof among the 
Jewish procession in Hebron. 

The official military 
announcement claimed that the 
Hebron attack had been 
ordered personally by Mr Arm 
Jihad, rhe deputy head of the 
Palestine Liberation Organ¬ 
ization in Beirut.

Defendants 
absent in 
kidnap trial

Paris, Sept 16 

The trial of six people 
accused of having carried out 
one of the most notorious kid¬ 
nappings in France in recent 
years opens tomorrow—but

They are aH in Spain, where 
they were arrested in July, 1977, 
a fortnight after they had re¬ 
leased their victim.

Remains found 
of largest 
flying bird 

Washington, Sept 16.—Scien¬ 
tists have discovered fossils of 
what is believed to have been 
tbe largest bird ever to fly— 
an .animal rhe size of a man 
with a wingspan of 25fr. 

The discovery, announced by 
the National Geographic 
Society, was made in Argentina 
and confirmed by scientists at 
the Natural History Museum of 
Los Angeles County. 

Tbe remains are of a .bird 
that measured lift from beak 
to tail, weighed between 160 
and 1791b and, when standing, 
could have looked a six-foot-taU 
man directly in the eye. 

' This makes it the v/orltTs 
largest known flying bird,” said 
of vertebrate palaeontology at 
Dr Kenneth Campbell, curator 
the museum. “It’s definitely a 
mosr spectacular crearure.” 

Dr Campbell said the biggest 
flying bird alive today was the 
Andean condor, a soaring 
creature with a 10ft wingspan 
that can weigh about 35!bs. 

In the latest discovery, about 
a dozen bones from one giant 
bird were recovered at a site 
about 100 miles west of Buenos 
Aires by Dr Eduardo Tonal and 
Dr Rosendo Pascual of La Plata 
Museum. 

Although no one knows 
exactly what teratorns looked 
like, of all living birds their 
bones most resemble those of 
condors, he said.—AP.

MPs urge

Although the Government 
has decided to reduce the over¬ 
seas aid programme by 14 per 
cent in real terms by 1982, with 
a 12! per-cent cut in the Over¬ 
seas Development Administra¬ 
tion. staff, a Commons Select 
Committee yesterday . recom¬ 
mended one area for expansion. 

The Foreign Affairs Commit¬ 
tee, after a close examination 
of aid administration, recom¬ 
mended that a development 
division should be established 
in the South Pacific as soon as 
possible. 

“In view of the resources 
and strategic significance of 
many of the islands oE that 
area, attention to local develop¬ 
ment appears to be of great 
importance ”, the committee, 
chaired by r Kevin McNamara, 
Labour MP for Kingston upon 
Hull, Central, stated. 

“The area can, at best, be 
infrequently served by profes¬ 
sional advisers from London at 
considerable cost, and appears 
to be one which would be paz- 
ticularly well adapted to the 
services of a small multi¬ 
disciplinary team.” 

The committee says that 
Britain's political and commer¬ 
cial interests, as well as the 
Interests’ of development, can 
best be served by retaining the 
four remaining development 
divisions (East Africa, based on 
Nairobi: Caribbean, based on 
Bridgetown. Barbados; South- 
Esr Asia, based on Bangkok; 
and Southern Africa, based on 
Lilongwe, Malawi 1 at more or 
less their present levels of staff¬ 
ing, ^ and by the possible 
creation of others. 

Further cuts in manpower In 
the department may be 
ordered as a consequence of 
tbe Government's latest renew 
of civil service staffing.

At Checkpoint Fatimah— 
named aFter an-Arab lady of 
easy virtue who used to offer 
border hospitality to Israeli 
troops—die road into southern 
Lebanon begins.

'The United Nations forces in 
between are clearly in' a diffi¬ 
cult position.

If the infUrranon continues. 
Major Haddad told'The Tories,

The United Nations forces are 
ineffective because if they,catch, 
a “ terrorist" they let Jbim keep 
bis weapon and send him back, 
leaving, him free, to try again 
in the sure knowledge that lie 
will not be punished. 

The Palestinians, and Syrians. 
Major.Haddad says, are “burn¬ 
ing my country”. Given a free 
hand, be could “clear the area 
of PLO in one day”.

Search fails to

Although the movement for 
free trade unions has been 
gathering momentum and in 
many pans of the country new 
unions have already been set 
up. there is still considerable 
confusion as to the role these 
oucht to play. 

In some parts of Foland, 
among them che Wroclaw and 
Baltic resions, work in setting 
up the framework for' the new 
trade union organization is well 
advanced. But most of the 
committee leaders and expert? 
are Mill undecided ' as ro 
whether to create a centra] 
bureau or keep the unions on 
a regional basis. 

Bur the necessity for some 
central organization to repre¬ 


sent all the new unions is 
becoming increasingly apparent. 

The Government decree on 
tr.e registration of the new 
unions with the Warsaw 
District Court, w as passed 
yesterday Under :t the unions 
can register in the capital but 
rr.my trace union expens feel 
tn.’t' the registration could -be 
simplified if there were a 
central office to do the paper¬ 
work. 

T!ie committees in charge of 
setting up the independent 
unions nave also been extremely 
•sensitive :o what is regarded as 
official attempts to dissuade the 
workers from joining.

Iran and Iraq content to stay on brink of war

'The armed clashes that have 
been taking place along the 
Iran-Iraq border over the past 
few d 3 y£ have gathered pace 
wad intensity. Although many 
of tbe clashes have been artil¬ 
lery' exchanges widespread nse 
is now being made of the air 
forces. Border posts, tank con¬ 
centrations and Army barracks 
have been bombed, claiming 
many casualties. 

Iran has placed its armed 
forces on full alert and asserts 
that Iraqis have concen¬ 
trated the mass of their armour 
mfong the border. Iran farther 
claims that it had shot down 
eight Iraqi aircraft by Sunday 
evening and retaken- three 
border posts occupied by the 
Iraqi Army. Iraq denies this 
and admits only to tbe loss of 
ene aircraft. 

Although it seems certain 


that neither side is seeking a 
full war. there is a danger that 
the hostilities might gather a 
momentum of their own and 
make it difficult for either 
Baghdad or Tehran to climb 
down without losing face or 
putting new heart into their 
internal opponents. 

The two' governments may 
thus be seriously studying the 
array of modern weaponry that 
has been amassed-on each side 
of their common border. Such a 
study, however, may not yield 
anv definite conclusions. 

For example, the Iranian Air 
Force of about 90.000 men 
still three times as large as its 
Iraqi counterpart 

But tbe recent purges in Iran 
have left rhe armed aorces M 
that country i" * 
state. The command structures 
of the Army and the. Air Force 
have been badly disrupted, tne 


fervour of Islamic zealots has 
created widespread indiscipline, 
end the withdrawal of Ameri¬ 
can technicians has resulted tr¬ 
ibe grounding of many aircraft. 

The two countries' tank forces 
were estimated to be roughly 
equal in number a year ago, a; 
about 1,300 each. But the Iran¬ 
ian Army has been engaged in 
heavy fighting with Kurdish 
guerrillas and is known id have 
lost a fair number of tanm- 

On the other hand, the Iraqis 
have been modernizing their 
rank force, and they have hac, 
no major upheaval tn disrupt 
their Armv command. 

If the military calculations of 
both sides are prey to uncer¬ 
tainties, their-political prospects 
present them with even greater 
anxieties. The Shias. tire 
majority Arab sect in southern 
Iraq, nave come to tot pro 
Ayatollah Khomeini as their 


spiritual leader ansi $re said to 
dc seething against the Eaathist 
Sunnis in. control of the govern: 
mcr.t in Baghdad. 

A war with Iran would 
almost certninlv result in Shia 
uprisings and ine Kurdish siicr; 
ri/ia war in :hc north would 
intensify. For President Saddam 
Husain, who is leading Iraq 
through an.unprecedented eco¬ 
nomic boom, the risks arc ZOO 
great to contemplate. a . 

As for Iran, a war that might 
further -weaken its armed 
forces would make, the task of 
extending central authority to 
the provinces even more' diffi¬ 
cult than at present. 

If neither country wants Vrar, 
why have the hostilities been 
allowed in reach their present 
intensity ? The answer is pro* 
rided by the Islamic fervour at 
the root" of most major deci¬ 
sions taken in Tehran. 


Terms of Lome 
proposal to 
Salisbury agreed

This would treat Zimbabwe less 
favourably than ether African, 
Caribbean and Pacific pro¬ 
ducers, and this is bound to be 
resented in Salisbury'- The pros¬ 
pects for Zimbabwean tobacco 
exporrs are better.

The Servants 
New Theatre, Cardiff

An Iris Murdoch opera ? ]t 
was a tantalizing' prospect that 
drew me to Cardiff on Monday 
for the first performance of 
The Servants, and a strange 
one. For one could hardly 
have expected the exquisite 
analyst of Feeling and motiva¬ 
tion ro find herself at home in 
the opera bouse of all places, 
nor did it seem [hat opera as a 
genre could be excessively im¬ 
portant to a writer who con¬ 
sistently misspells “Papageno” 
throughout her latest novel. 

However in adapting her own 
play The Servants and the Snow 
Murdoch proves herself fullv 
proficient in the ways of libret¬ 
tists'. Out of' a flawed but 
fascinating original she fashions 
a neat little melodrama. The 
substance of the play, which 

lies in die subtlety of its 
characters and the manifold, 
interacting servant-master rela¬ 
tionships at work, is cut to the 
bone. Murdoch omits two im¬ 
portant figures and greatly 
simplifies the rest.' but sbe 
finds room to add words that 
chorus or aria will dissolve 
into music. The piece is made 
ripe for opera. 

Enter at this point William 
Mathias. It was at his prompt¬ 
ing chat Murdoch undertook to 
convert her play into a lib¬ 
retto, and it is bis music that 
must redeem die necessary 
travesty. He tries bard. Much 
of the opera is tied Co a dynamic 
and insistent allegro pulse that 
certainly pushes the action for¬ 
ward with haste. And. though 
he has dismissed Wagnerian 
leitmotiv technique as “mech¬ 
anistic-”. hrs score fairly 
bristles with tiny thematic units 
that tie together the three acts 
with bonds of steel, and some¬ 
times sound that way too in 
their bright but srark orches¬ 
tration. 

As a musical construct the 
work is utterly straightforward 
and secure. As a piece of 
theatre, however, it leaves a 
great deal to be desired. The 
Smionts is Mathias's first opera, 
and no one could doubt after 
seeing it that his expertise lies 
a bora all in the fields of choral 
and orchestral music. There are 
splendid almost oratorio-like 


tableaux for the chorus of 
domestics that show a surer 
touch than any of the music 
for the principals. There is also 
a vigour w the orchestral 
writing chat draws one's atten¬ 
tion. straight to the pit and, 
battering away ac the mind, 
keeps it there. 

This primacy of the orchestra 
is disastrous. Speeches and 
scenes appear to have been 
invented as instrumental forms, 
moulded to machines of driving 
ostinato pattern. It follows that 
rhe riming of the opfra is often 
determined by musical rather 
than dramatic necessity. If a 
singer’s contribution is too short 
for its accompaniment, then the 
orchestra simply carr?-*: on 
after the voice has t ■'.shed 
while rhe cast do" their best to 
maintain meaningful looks. If a 
scene has nevertheless man¬ 
aged to develop some kind of 
momentum, the force is wasted 
in an orchestral postlude and 
the nexr scene must start again 
from scratch. 

Obviously this creates im¬ 
mense problems for the opera’s 
producer, in this case Adrian 
Slack, and the dramatic feeble¬ 
ness of this Welsh National 
Opera presentation must be 
attributed to the work itseJE 
and nor to him. At least he had 
some assistance from Fatrick 
Robertson's revolving ser.-whose 
orbits helped occupy the time 
while the orchestra were loudly 
doing their own . tiling, their 
performance resilient and 
sharply profiled under rhe 
baton of Anthony Hose. 

The cast was variable. Basil, 
the central European- land¬ 
owner whose intended reforms 
start all the trouble, is less 
central in the opera than in 
the play, and Nigel Douglas's 
costume in the role, coupled 
with his tendency to bray, made 
him seem like something out 
of Wodehouse; weak and insig¬ 
nificant. His consorr Oriaoc, 
given a high-flying, almost hys¬ 
terical soprano Hoe, was in¬ 
cisively and beautifully sung 
by Eiddwen Harrhv, but the 
main honours were won below 
stairs. There was a firm, 
honourable Peter Jack from 
Henry Newman, an attractive 
if insufficiently mysterious 
Marina from Claire Powell, a 
very strong Patrice from Phil¬ 
lip Joll and a lovely dark 
Father Ambrose from David 
Gwyune. Ail of them, however, 
were servants without a master.

More gilt needed on 
opera’s gingerbread 


When the builders first moved 
into the derelict Grand Opera 
House in Belfast four years 
ago, an upturned chair floated 
in the flooded orchestra pit. 

In the dress circle bar there 
were still full bottles on the 
shelves, and a few dust-covered 
glasses on the bar. In a drawer 
in the projection room, there 
was a pamphlet entitled Horn 
to Emigrate. 

On Monday the curtain went 
up, for the first time since 
1972 on a building where once 
again the magic of Frank 
Mfuch'am, the Victorian theatre 
architect, shone out in a riot 
of gilt and gingerbread. 

Much has been achieved.' but 
raising enough money is still a 
real difficulty. 

Michael Barnes, the theatre’s 
general administrator, hopes to 
attract leading drama, opera 
and _ ballet companies from 
Britain and from abroad, but 
he faces an uphill task in 
getting sufficient cash, particu¬ 
larly in view of government 
cuts. 

The local arts council has 
already spent a small fortune 
on restoring the building, and 
it must now provide a not much 
smaller fortune to pay for the 
entertainment ro fill its stage, 
and to subsidize the visits of 
companies from across the Irish 
Sea. 

Part of the answer lies with 
the Northern Ireland public. Mr 
Barnes appealed to tbe audience 
on Monday to show their sup¬ 
port for the opera bouse by 
attending events there. “We do 
nut want to reopen ever again. 
Wc want to stay open.” 

The theatre has suffered 
from lack of audience before. 
In the l%Os, the opera house 
had replaced its live entertain¬ 
ment with films, but then it 


found that even; the cinema was 
unable to attract audiences. So 
in 1972, when a bomb at the 
Europa Hotel nearby badly 
da m aged tbe theatre, it shut, 
and a supermarket was planned 
for the site. 

The Nor±em Ireland depart¬ 
ment tvas aware of tbe gap left 
in artistic life by the lack of a 
large theatre, and it enabled 
tbe province’s arts council to 
purchase tbe baQding and to 
modernize and restore it, at a 
cost of £3m. 

Although the opera house 
was itself never bombed, there 
•were more than a score of 
damaging explosions nearby. 
Today mere is no sign of its 
hazardous past. 

The 1,000-seat auditorium has 
been restored to its original 
splendour, complete with 
plaster elephant heads.' Good 
sight-lines and acoustics are 
among other improvements. 

An orchestra pit" for more 
than 60 musicians and addi¬ 
tional dressing rooms have also 
been provided.. The facade, 
already fairly ornate, now 
sports a glass conservatory at 
first-floor level, jutting out over 
the pavement to give space for 
a crush bar. 

The opera house reopened 
on "Monday with the sort of bill 
that must have been common 
in its early days: a pot-pourri 
of entertainment from maiolv 
Ulster performers, with 
Heather Harper, the opera 
singer, Colin Blakely, the actor, 
and Denys Hawthorne in the 
dramatic monologue The Green 
Eye of The Little Yellow God. 

Attractions later this autumn 
include Val Doom"can, the 
Northern Ireland Opera Trust, 
the Irish Theatre Company, and 
tbe Irish Ballet Company.

Posterity finds Joe Orton funny. 
At least, such of posterity as 
turns up on opening nights 
now finds bis plays funny and 
cynicism has gone so_ far to 
catch up with his vision that 
it might not be. impertinent 
to ask: where are the stings of 
yesteryear ? 

In the 34 years since Loot 
waS' first performed his most 
impious gestures have been 
copied and bis attitudes en¬ 
dorsed. There was once mild 
outrage that his jokes took place 
around the dead mother’s cof¬ 
fin, -and in the dead mother's 
coffin, for that matter; but 
Peter Nichols’s biggest success 
continues to run on Shaftesbury 
Avenue, and it too opens with 
a coffin. Hie suggestion that 
the police are not above being 
criminals is echoed every week 
on television, though perhaps 
with less critical comedy. 

' The central, improbable 
figure of a policeman was 
originally in the hands of 
Kenneth Williams or, more to. 
the point, it was played in his 
distinctive voice and figure and 
he must have made a very. 
unlikely “ Truscott of the 


Yard ". Now that Mr Williams 
has turned to directing the

-Mr Williams 
has done a largely successful 
balancing act with 'those 1 
elements, from his choice of 
Mr Malcolm <o rhe hideous wall¬ 
paper on Saul Radomskv’s suit¬ 
ably tasteless set and the cold 
front presented by Joan Black- 
ham’s murderous nurse. Against 
such a background, each elabor¬ 
ately phrased joke has a chance 
to be heard, and many of them 
are still funny. 

The stings are certainly less, 
however, and I- suspect Orton 
would wish there was- still 
offence in what he had to. say. 
Instead, he has become some¬ 
thing that looks like distinctly 
popular comedy.

Mr Ola Ullsten, Sweden's Foreign Minister, talks about bis country’s problems and prospects 

Swedish sweet reasonableness maf yet prevail ; 


Has the Swedish model of a modern 
European state been broken bevond 
repair? Fn-May this year the country 
was paralysed by the worst industrial 
troubles since the general strike of 
1909, and there bare been serious 
economic difficulties throughout the 
four vears of non-socialist government 
that have followed the end of 44 
vears of Social Democratic dominance 
in 1976. 

During this four-year period there 
have been two coalition administra¬ 
tions and one tninorlty.Liberal.gov-. 
ernment; and Mr Ola Ullsten. the 
pre.int Foreign Minister and Deputy 
Prime Minister, has. held high office 
iii all of them. He is now leader of 
the Liberal Party and was Prime 
Minister of the Liberal administra¬ 
tion that governed for a year before 
the general, election last September. 

No Swedish politician is therefore 
in a better position to assess the ex¬ 
perience of these four years. Does 
it suggest. F asked him when we spoke 
after his address to the British 
Liberal Party conference on Saturday, 
char non-sadalisis cannot rua the 
country on the traditional basis of 
harmony and street reason ? .Can the 
trade unions be handled only bv a 
Social Democratic government ? 

Not at all, he responded. “ If that. 
were true. T don’t think we should 
have had the verv modest result we 
did in 1977" — a reference to the 
national wage settlement of under 
2 per cent negotiated in that year. 
This was a perfectly fair rejoinder, 
so far as it went, but Mr Ullsten did 


not pretend that it was an answer to 
all anxieties. On the contrary, he 
acknowledged that the government 
had made two mistakes, in the spring. 
The first was in offering a package 
deal—including a price and rent 
freeze, tax reductions and food sub¬ 
sidies—if' the unions would accept a 
verv small wage increase. -Ibis-failed 
to influence the bargaining but, left 
the government in a difficult position 
when the settlement was at a higher 
figure dun thev had bad in mind. 
The second mistake was in then going 
ahead nonetheless with much-of the 
package deal, which, was more, than 
the economy could afford in those 
circumstances. So the government has 
had to claw much of. it back again. 

The settlement lasts onlv until the 
end of the year and negotiations for 
next year will soon begin. Mr Ullsten 
offered no ess v optimism on the out¬ 
come. That would depend on the 
maturity of the unions and the gov¬ 
ernment.,There will be a meeting on 
Fridav with the unions at which the 
government will attempt to present 
the 'economic picture as it is. This 
will not exactlv be a negotiation with 
the'uniems; but ministers Should. Mr- 
Ullsten believes, trv to make -a mod¬ 
est agreement possible by indicating 
nor only' the bleakness of the econo¬ 
mic scene but also the tax-reforms 
and public expenditure plans they 
have in mind. Both sides should mean! 
business in the sense of being pre-' 
pared to' adjust their position in 
response to the other. 
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Mr Ola Ullsten : pragmatic. 

This sounds very much like the 
German system of Concerted Action, 
and is akin to what a number of 
Conservative politicians would like 
to see developed-in Britain. It is also 
very much In accordance with the 
traditional'Swedish faith in dialogue. 
Put the people representing the 
different interests'together around a 
table, explain the facts to i beat, and 
trust them - to behave reasonably. The 
only trouble is thac the Swedes did 
not behave reasonably in May. No¬ 
body in Britain can 'afford to feel 
superior about that, but it does sug¬ 
gest that the Swedes have descended 


-to tbe samevlevrel as. Tber^sr of-us. I 
Can there be confidence that they j 
will behave reasonably: now, that the 
government's.- new ..approach wifl 
work ? .Mr Ullsten candidly 
acknowledged that he-hid no idea-: 

.But any Swedish government would 
have bad difficulty over the past few 
years. The. problems faced by not* 
socialist administrations have to a 
large -extern been sheer bad duck, in 
the 'sense that the Social Democrats 
left office just before; the storm sig- - 
nals appeared.

taxes: tbe Social Democrats would 
have done so even more, and more 
readily.

There was "no ocher choice, just 
now”, and " we shall have to muddle 
through—at least!. until;"! -die next- 
election 1.‘."’.I" *' 

This is not,due until 1982,-but what 
then? That would-depend upon the 

policies of the Individual .'parties. He 
offered no guarantee that the coali¬ 
tion would be continued.. Might the 
Liberals form a coalitions with ,the 
Social 'Democrats then after the next 
election ? He could foresee no-condi¬ 
tions for that at this rime, but he'jEd 
not specifically rule.it out either. 

These were the * cool! deliberate 
words of a pragmatic politician, con¬ 
cerned to manage ' thecountry's. 
affairs in tbe most practical fashion. 
They were not the rones, of an evan¬ 
gel isr of an anti-socialist counter- - 
reformation. As 1 listened-'to him, I 
could not help reflecting thac that 
seemed a long way .off In Sweden. '*

Business is booming at Bookshop-on-Wye 


Hay-oO'Wye. known for some. 
years as’ the home of the 
world’s largest secondhand 
bookshop, has now also spawned' 
a clutch of independent book¬ 
sellers to create a mecca for 
the acquisitive bibliophile. As 
well as Mr Richard Booth’s 
original massive empire, boused 
in a selection of properties 
around the town, about 10 
other people have set up along¬ 
side, some dealing generally, 
others specializing in areas such 
as religion. French literature, 
music, poetry, natural history 
and the stage. As a result, books 
are putting Hay on the travel¬ 
ler’s map in the same sense as 
London’s Hatton Garden 
attracts those interested in 
jewellery and Portobello Road 
is known for its antique and 
bric-a-brac stalls. 

It may strike some people as 
strange that a tiny Welsh town 
of about 1,500 inhabitants, 
which used to serve the agricul¬ 
tural community, has found 
such a . different role serving 
rhose who love to browse, read 
and line their shelves. However, 
Mr Booth, who began the trans¬ 
formation nearly 20 years ago 
when he ser up in business, says 
emphatically: “ It’s totally 

logical and a good idea to have 
a town full of books ”. 

Having set up his vast or- 
gamzation, which now buys in 
more than a million volumes a 
year and sells slightly under 
that figure, be b as actually 
encouraged competition from

former employees, outsiders 
and indigenous residents 
Booth’s of course, is still the 
biggest. Only- last month, be 
opened a huge new central out¬ 
let called The Limited in a 
building which used to sell 
agricultural machinery and 
Other farming requirements. 

In addition, be still has the 
former Plaza cinema, a former 
workhouse, complete with worn 
brass strips to protect tbe 
brown linoleum on tbe stairs, 
a stone building near the castle 
where every volume costs just 
30p, sheds up near his home 
full of periodicals and a print 
shop, which counts in bis 
business tally, if not so directly 


concerned with books. To the 
first five then, must be added 
two generalists and nine special¬ 
ists, most of whom sell other 
books as well: One does bind¬ 
ing, too. There is also a retired 
man, who. ’advertises his ser- 
. vices in the book search 
business and is prepared to 
comb, tbe often dusty shelves 
round .the town for special 
requests. 

Mr Booth believes about 110 
jobs in. Hav relate to books 
and hopes this, will more than 
double in the next few years 
as still more bookish enter¬ 
prises cash in on the town’s 
growing reputation. Already 
there can be no doubt that 
other local traders benefit from 
the -regular invasion of British, 
continental and even Japanese 
bookworms, many of whom - 
combine walks on the local 
Black Mountains with equally 
exhausting mental exertion as 
they sift through thousands of 
titles a day- 

“The chief industry is books. 
There’s never been a place like 
it,” says-Mr Michael White, the 
first person to catch onto the 
idea' that more booksellers and 
more books should be to every¬ 
body's. advantage. He was run¬ 
ning a shop in London and. 
visired Hay as a buyer. 

A bookseller, says Mr White, 
tends to be acquainted rather 
than know every page of their 
bonks. “ He srarts a book and 
somebody comes in and buys it. 


He's an expert on the first 
- chapter,'? he .adds. 

“ There's a giant who strides 
this shop. His name is Cus¬ 
tomer Mr White says with a 
laugh. “ You have got to be all 
things tq all men. They want a 
particular book. They have tra- 
* veiled a ions* distance.-We can 
only say *We haven’t got it'. 
They burst into tears. It’s a 
curious thin,;. They think the 
further they're come, the more 
likely the book is to be there.” 
A man in shorts with.two boys 
comes in. searching for Alex¬ 
ander Dumas in English or 
■ French. He has got all the ones 
Mr White has in stock upstairs 
but fortunately does not burst 
inro tears. 

Mr Ceoffrey Aspin .op the 
street specializes in French and 
rarer earlier books and arrived 
last September. He came for a 
day trip after a gap of eight 
years, had lunch with Mr Booth, 
saw a shop for sale and within 
two hours had agreed to buy- 
A lecturer at Liverpool Univer¬ 
sity, he was already in the book 
business, having first started as 
a collector. His French 
customers bare followed him to 
Hay and. he now attracts special 
visits, most recently by a group 
from Oxford. The French and 
the English collector have very 
different tastes, he says. The 
Englishman is more concerned 
with getting the text he is look¬ 
ing for at a tolerable price. The 
French are fanatics about condi¬ 
tion, will wait a lifetime for 


the perfect specimen and then 
be prepared to pay a small 
, fottune . 

Mr White admits they spend 
the winter buying books from 
each other (they have to make 
their mooey in me summer) and 
another bookseller talks of the 
vultures ~wbo come down to 
Hay, look for specific things!in 
their field and then beat -a 
retreat. Sometimes outside 
booksellers- also carry- off 
remainder stock, which is bound 
. to accumulate, given, in /par¬ 
ticular, Mr Booth’s propensity 
to acquire whole libraries. “ It’s 
easier to buy 20,000 books in* 
America than three or 4,000 
books in Britain,” says Mr- 
Booth. Only recently* three -con-. 
tainer loads' arrived from. 
Minneapolis and other places 
in the United States with about 
160,000 volumes. 

In talking, 42-year-old Mr 
Booth darts from one idea to 
the next and back again with 
speed and bewildering mental 
dexterity. “ I take the view very 
strongly that everybody wants 
hooks **; be' says and launches 
into a tirade against bureau¬ 
cracy which includes his belieE 
that tbe introduction of public 
libraries led to a lowering. Df 
the quality of books. “ An odd 
phenomenon ”, he adds. • 

He is writing a series of rural 
revival pamphlets, one of which ‘ 
recently advocated the abolition 
of the Welsh Tourist Board,. 
another concentrating on the 
need to bring back the horse. 


‘ My argument _is based on far 
more than flaccid romanti¬ 
cism ”, he writes. “ Here (in 
.Hay) the revival pf the horse 
will be of paramount import¬ 
ance, not only in .aiding the 
re-establishment - of a craft*, 
.based economy,. but providing., 
enjoyment and mobility in spite- 
of energy- crises - and the^dearth • 
of public transport, in rural 
areas." Mr Booth is also: the- 
man who .staged- a referendum 
on the independence of Hay- 
and still sells Hay titles-'jand.i 
passports.-' ' - 

He started up in 1961 haying' 
a collection : of '-secondhand 
books for £3, -about- tbe equiva- | 
lent of' £30 today. He bad 
-thought -to-buy in -Wales armU 
sell in Oxford but, then ..he 
acquired the local' castle and \ 
gradually accumulated a variety i 
of warehouses and shops! and;! 
other buildings and lined them 
with shelves to take hi$ :fasr : 
growing stock. It was, however,

I missed the great Macbecb ex¬

"the kind of thing one used to 
get from Wolfit on a bad 
nigbt”. Now on the kind of 
thing one used to get from Wol¬ 
fit on a bad night I consider 
myself something-of an expert, 
ior I cut my Shakespearian 
teeth on hfm and tils company, 
and appalling though most of 
it was, I remain very deeply in 
his debt. 

At the moment, of course, 
there is no need to take my 
word for it; in Mr Ronald 
Harwood's admirably dramatic 
and entertaining play. The 
Dresser, at the. Queen’s Theatre, 
there is a full-sized portrait of 
Wolfit. Naturally, it is not just 
e photograph; Mr Harwood has 
drawn on the real man. to make 
a theatrical character with a 
life of his own who in many re¬ 
spects does not resemble Wolfit, 
but tbe inspiration for the 
character is clear. (The curtain- 
speech, with what the late T. C. 
Worsley called “ the same ex¬ 
hausted clutch of tbe curtain 
whether he has been laying 
himself out with Lear or trot¬ 
ting through twenty minutes of 
Touchstone”, seemed to me to

be taken practically verbatim 
from the original. 1 
Wolfit was an extraordinary 
actor, one of the most extra¬ 
ordinary of my rime. At his 
best, which meant, almost with¬ 
out exception, when he was be¬ 
ing directed by somebody else, 
in somebody elssx's company, he 
was very good indeed, not 
much below the Ofi'vier- 
Richardson - Guinness - Scofield 
level. The trouble was that he 
was consumed with a profes¬ 
sional vanity so stupendous 


.that he could , not bear to have 
near him anyone who might 
take from him one microwatt of 
the limelight, and therefore 
filled his' company with some 
.—no, practically all—of the 
most dreadful grotesques who 
ever shambled on to 2 stage. 
(There were occasional excep¬ 
tions, as for instance an in¬ 
teresting actor called Anthony 
EustreL.but Woifii’s almost in¬ 
sane jealousy ensured that their 
roles were so subordinated to 
his that .her bad little chance 
to achieve anything in their own 
right.) 

He professed a great venera¬ 
tion tor Shakespeare, but' in 
practice treated him as just 
another wait-on, existing only 
for the greater glory of Wolfit. 
He butchered the texts to keep 
himself in the middle of tbe 
stage; his Hcmlet ended on 
“ Good night, sweet Prince, 
And. flights of angels sing thee 
:o thy rest ”, bis Othello with 
“ No way but this. Killing 
myself.' to die upon a kiss", 
and his Twelfth Night with an 
elaborate dumb-show of Mal- 
volio returning and being re¬ 
conciled to those upon whom 


he has sworn to be revenged. 
Whole scenes were excised if 
they did not include Sir* and 
other characters' speeches 
gutted if they took the atten¬ 
tion away from him for too 
long; his entrance^was accom¬ 
panied by the precipitate flight 
of tbe rest of the cast upstage; 
lest the audience should allow 
their attention to stray in the 
wrong direction ; and woe 
betide any player who lingered 
on his cue. Wolfit was, in. 
short, tbe last of the Victorian 
actor-managers, and in some 
ways he went eren further than 
they did. He would never, for- 
instance, refer to Hamlet, 
Othello or Shylock by name ; 
no. they were “ the Dane", 
Vthe Moor” and "the Jew", 
and the ornate language in 
which he would thank the 
audience at the end of the per¬ 
formance was the kind of thing 
thac Shaw was already jeering 
at in the 1850s. 

■ And yet there must be tens of 
thousands like me, whom he 
introduced to Shakespeare in 
performance and who. like me, 
bless him for it even as we 
smiie. In those days there was 


the Old Vic, sf£U in Sc Martinjs 
Lane and comprising what may 
well have been the greatest 
theatrical ' company 'ever 
assembled; it included Olirrery 
Richardson, -Guinness,—Sybil- 
Thorndike and Hugh Casson, 
Pamela Brown, Joyce Redman, 
George Relpb-, Peter Copley. 
Margaret Leighton and as many 
more of their like as the stage 
of the Afi>e*y (fi'-dewmo Hew)* 
would hold. There was also 
John Gielgud at the Haymarket, 
with Leslie .Banks and Fay 
.Compton.: among ^ others-.. But* 
these, though they _ included 
Shakespeare in their. reper¬ 
toire, did . so as only one play¬ 
wright -among many. Eke the 
National Theatre today, and. 
although some of 'die Shaken 
spearian _ productions 1 saw 
there (chief among them Giel¬ 
gud’s last Samlet) remain 
among the finest. I .have ever, 
seen, they were not a substitute 
for a full Bardic diet, and; a 
fortnight in Stratford-on-Avon 
every few months being beyond 
my means, the next best thing 
was Wolfit.

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SCOTTISH DIARY 


A tremor 
of a breeze 
over Gaelic 


Gwynfor Evans has' caused 
quite a shuffling of feet in tbe 
Scottish Gael each t. His resofre 
to fast to death io support of 
the Welsh language sharply 
underlines the difference in 
attitude of Welsh speakers and 
the Gaels. 

His appeal to the Scottish 
National Party was that of the 
head of one nationalist group 
to another, although the SNP, 
un like Plaid Cymru, has never 
made Gaelic a keystone of its 
political argument. The Scots 
prefer nil and economics to the 
emotional • tribalism of -lan¬ 
guage, and if -Mr Evans was a 
Gael he would indeed have 
much to fast about. 

An Comunn Gaidhealach, the 
Gaelic Language Society, has 
argued gently over the years for 
aTuH and proper recognition of 
the language. The odd roadsigu 
has been daubed, the BBC has 
agreed to repeat its excellent 
Gaelic lessons and the Western 
Isles Council, represenring the 
only part of Scotland where 
Gaelic approaches the Welsh 
ratio of native speakers,, has at 
last embarked on a full bilingual 
policy. There is even a transla¬ 


tion service in English and 
Gaelic io the council chamber. 

In addition a film company, 
a publisher and a theatre 
group all produce work in 
Gaelic. Run Rig, a rock group, 
performs io Gaelic. On Skye, 
where a' college teaches the 
language, Ian Noble, a convert 
to the Gaelic cause, argues that 
the language and the culture it 
represents are as precious and 
worthy of preservation as any 
historic building or painting. 

Apparently on the coat tails 
of Mr Evans’ campaign for a 
Welsh television channel, an 
independent' campaign to pre¬ 
serve Gaelic as a living language 
has been launched by a pressure 
group called Siri, which means 
struggle.. The principal aim w 
to persuade tile- BBC and inde¬ 
pendent television stations to 
increase Gaelic broadcasting 
from the present 30 minutes to 
12 hours a week. '* 

But the fact remains that sup¬ 
port for the laoguage in Scot 
land is very, patchy- la Shetland, 
for example, the opening of a, 
Chinese- restaurant in Lerwick 
means the islands probably have 
more Cantonese than Gaelic 
speakers. „ . 

Gaels might well envy the 
relative strength of Welsh and 
the concessions Welsh speakers 
have already wrung from the 
Government- Colin Spencer, 
education director - of An_ 


Comunn complained: “The 
English-speaking majority dees 
not fully understand that the 
right to one’s language is among 
the rights recognized inter¬ 
nationally by the United Nations 
and the European Commission 
of Human Rights. People striv- 
iog to ensure that their cunoriry 
language survives are as much 
dissidents as those behind the 
Iron Curtain for whom there is 
great regard and respect.” 

But angry assertiveness not 
historically in the temperament 
of the Gael. A hiesung fnr their 
character but a curse for their 
language.

Preventing football hooliganism 

Conference last May. Sale of alcohol 
at one London ground was stopped 
for 3 long period. Yet if it can be 
bought just outside the ground, we 
are in difficulty- The recent intro¬ 
duction by British Rail of a new 
bye-law restricting alcohol, on trains- 
is welcome, but it ii to be hoped 
that loopholes in the plan can be 
closed. 

In this connection, the Football 
League has cooperated fully. The 
clubs have incurred much expense 
on ground safety and reconstfuction, 
greatly helped "by grams from the' 
football .pools promoters to the 
Sports Grounds Improvement Trust. 
.Terraces have been closed off to 
permit segregation, often with loss 
nf income. Many of the recent 
disturbances have, in fact, occurred 
outside the grounds and not within. 
Over the past five years the dubs 
have paid many millions of pounds 
. for .Saturday police. 

- We should aim to get at the roots 
of rhe disorder, which are in the 
hooligans themselves. School disci¬ 
pline and parental influence at an 
early age, surely fundamental. Hare 
sadly declined.’One thing at least 
would be useful, namely, attendance 
centres to which miscreants would 
have to report on Saturday after¬ 
noons; as suggested in your leading 
article of September 11, though not 
for two, but -many more Saturdays, 
with other penalties if they failed 
to do so. We have pressed for this 
for the past three years, and were 
promised action, but there are still 
less than a handful of centres for 
the age group concerned; .insignifi¬ 
cantly few. Of course , they .wDl cost 
money, and have.to b.e manned, but 
the total expenditure might be much 
less than that now incurred includ¬ 
ing that by the clubs .for- special 
•police at their matches, and for the 
general good of the country it would 
be cheap at the price.

Plans for fishing industry 

From Sir Andrew Gilchrist 

Sir, You quote the House of Lords 
select committee on EEC fisheries’ 
policy to rbe following effect: “ The 
Government . . . should prepare its. 
own. restructuring scheme for ’ the 
industry for implementation as soon 
as possible and id advance of agree¬ 
ment' on an EEC scheme. 9 (Report, 
September 11). 

It is depressing to nope that this 
urgent .and important recommenda¬ 
tion has. been -rejected out ot band 
by the fishing industry. The' spokes¬ 
man ' of the British Fisheries’ 
Federation professes to welcome, the 
report, but all he is really wercom- 
'iftg-is the routine denunciation of 
.the proposed EEC quotas and the 
'customary* pious lament for the loss- 
or “third country waters” (by 
which is- meant the Iceland grounds 
lost, forever six years ago, however 
long .they mav live as a vision in 
old men’s minds). 

. "When Mr Davis turns to the key 
recommendation of-the report, he 
cpracs out-firmly against it. “ Until 
we know -what, we can catch and 
where,- we cannot start planning.... 
There is no point in investing our 
money 'until we are absolutely 
assured we are going to get the 
fishing. opportunities.” 


How are we'to regard.this refusal 
even to stan planning, and this de¬ 
mand for absolute-assurances ? Does 
it mean that when the final- percen¬ 
tage points tare absolutely agreed, 
we shall ha\ r e no fishing fleet left 
but only immobile rusting hulks in 
Htill and Grimsby? ' Ai such a' 
moment pressure from rbe -house¬ 
wife might lead to British quotas 
or areas being traded off to nations 
which happen 7 -‘.to have efficient 
fleets, already in service. 

The federation; is entitled to say, 
when it comes to investment .in new 
fishing equipment, that it is their 
money-. But it'is not their fish : it 
is our fish, and it is up to us to 
ensure that adequate arrangements 
exist for catching it. Surely the 
future pattern of the industry has 
emerged by now harshly and clearly 
enough.. The. time has come to 
make realistic .assumptions and to 
plan .fpr a renewed and vigprous 

- explication*'-of- an outstanding 

national resource on the basis of 
modernised " equipment. revised 
objectives,' and a simplified struc¬ 
ture. 

Tie House of Lords is riaht and 
deserves to be congratulated.

A diplomat’s business. 

From Mr P. D. Stobdrt 
•Sir, Sir John Wilton is, of course, 
absolutely right in saying (Septem¬ 
ber 5) that British embassies give a 
very: high priority to providing 
businessmen with, information .about. 
local conditions, legislation and.per¬ 
sonalities. But perhaps 'Chatham. 
■Rouse had something rather ., dif¬ 
ferent in mind.. . 

Since the war, the commercial 
side o£ the Diplomatic Service,.has 
been greatly expanded. This is be¬ 
cause the United Kingdom decided 
that tile detailed promotion of 
individual products -should ' be 
entrusted to* that service. Other 
countries take a different view. The 
Germans rely heavily updo German 
chambers of commerce abroad ; the 
Japanese bave JETRO (Japan Ex¬ 
ternal Trade, Organization); The 
Irish have their Export Board; the 
French fill their commercial-diplo¬ 
matic posts from their economic' 
ministries, and not the Quai (TOrsay. 
All those export promoters are 
specialists. They’ have little or no 
need to concern themselves with 
general diplomatic or consular 
woric. 

. Nearly 20 years of experience in 


export promotion have convinced 
me that embassies, consulates .and 
the like are not rhe best places 
from which to’ operate what are, 
effectively, . marketing , agencies. 
Although there is some degree of 
specialization among those mem¬ 
bers of the .service who-are con¬ 
cerned with day-to-day trade promo¬ 
tion,'such specialization cannot and 
.should not be total, for otherwise 
the . official--concerned -will fail to 
gain the more general experience- 
which he needs to carry oiit other 
functions later. ’• 

.While .‘all those aspiring to the 
higher posts should he (and in most 
Cases are) capable of thinking in 
economic terms, it is .understand¬ 
able. that many should regard 
routine export promotion as being 
a form of activity so divorced from 
ordinary diplomacy as;to'be a liabi¬ 
lity if too many years are spent in it. 

' This is not to discount the 
miracles of helpfulness performed 
by many of our commercial staff. 
Their success, however, is achieved 
despite the system rather than be¬ 
cause of it.

The main obstacle now is the .

’ artisans to training black appren¬ 
tices. This resistance will only be 
overcome by firm determination oa 
the part of South African employers, 
who ednnot afford to perpetuate the 
present shortace caused by previous 
apartheid policies. British firms- 
should play an important role here 
and take a lead' in Introducing black 

apprentices.

Bulls danger to 
ramblers 

From the Secretary Of The 
Ramblers’ Association 
Sir, Your report on bulls jiear pub* 
lie paths (September 15) rather 
hides the fact that the Govern¬ 
ment's proposals for legislation will 
make walking in the countryside 
substantially more dangerous in 
many areas'. 

Ac the moment, local bye-laws 
prohibiting the grazing of bulls id 
fields containing public paths apply 
to about three quarters of England! 
and Wales. The Government pro¬ 
poses id relax this constraint by 
allowing certain types pf bull 
(those * £ not of a recognised dairy 
breed ”j to be grazed in fields with 
public paths, as long as rhe bull 
is accompanied by cows or heifers. 

Needless to say, we have little 
faith in the implied safeguard that 
bulls are harmless when in the 
presence of cows. As the Safety 
Division of the Ministry of Agri¬ 
culture said in 1973, “Bulls are 
always a potential danger and it is 
advisable to treat them with 
extreme caution.” Moreover, the 
“ cow clause ” safeguard was of no 
comfort to a 67-year-old _ member 
of the Ramblers* Association from 
Manchester who, in July last year, 
was gored in the back by a bull 
that was grazing with a herd of 

COWS. 

We understand that the decision 
to introduce this Dew legislation 
was raken bv Mr Hector Monro. 
Mr Monro will not be surprised to 
learn rhar. in the months ahead, 
the Ramblers' Association intends 
to campaign most vigorously 
against his dangerous and lament¬ 
able proposals.

Visit by EEC group 

From Dr J. D. J. Havard 
Sir, 1 write in strong support of Sir 
John Peel’s protest (September 13) 
that no time can be found for ihe 
President of the Economic and 
Social Committee of the EEC and 
his party to meet representatives of 
the politically independent profes¬ 
sional trade unions during their 
visit to the .United Kingdom this 
week. -. 

The : meeting with the Inter¬ 
professional Group to which Sir 
David Napley refers < September 16) 
will do nothing to fill the ominous 
.gap which Sir John has identified 
in the EEC party’s programme. The 
Inter-Professional Group consists of 
a loose association of uncommitted 
representatives of certain profes¬ 
sional bodies which are in the 
process of trying to agree a consti¬ 
tution. With very few exceptions 
the bodies participating in the 
group are prohibited by charter, 
incorporation or charitable status, 
from registering as trade onions or 
undertaking trade union activities. 

The group has never considered 
the consequences of the spread of 
industrial unionism to professional 
workers. This vitally important issue 
was underlined when the EEC 
presidential party last visited this 
country and met the representatives 
of professional workers at the inYi* 
tation of the BMA. 

Professional workers belonging to 
politically independent unions could 
not possibly regard the Inter- 
Professional Group as competent to 
represent their anxieties in this 
respect. They will note that the EEC 
party has no time to meet represen¬ 
tatives of the professional workers* 
own politically independent unions, 
and that the only union voice to be 
heard will be that of the TUC. 

The significance of all this has, 
oE course, been very carefully 
explained to the EEC secretariat, 
and our government can hardly 
claim to he ignorant of the position.

Sterling fell by 1 cent in 
trading yesterday to close at 
$23870, and its effective ex¬ 
change rate fell 0.1 percentage 
points to close at 753. The 
pound's fortunes recovered 
after a bad start in which it 
fell to just above S238. 

Tbe prospect of a national 
dock strike was seen by some 
dealers as the reason for sterl¬ 
ing's recovery during the after¬ 
noon. Tbe uncertainty which 
the -dock strike is causing may 
persuade tbe government to 
postpone any cut in interest 
rates from their, present level. 

Elsewhere in Europe the 
dollar was generally strong; 
with rising Eurodollar interest 
rates underpinning the Ameri¬ 
can currency. 

The easier trend in sterling

Low Soviet 
growth for 
next five 
years likely 

The Soviet Union's master 
economic plan tor the next five 
years, which is now in the final 
stages of drafting, is going to 
mean one of the lowest rates of 
industrial growth in Russian 
history, sources predict. 

The plan is likely to put 
heavy pressure □□ farmers and 
the nation's energy industry io 
reach high production rargetn 
in 1981-85. 

The five-year plan, the main 
points of which wilt probably 
be published for discussion by 
the end of this year, will be 
the guide fur tbe Soviet 
economy into the mid-1980s 
and will help to sec the 
nation’s economic pace for 
another decade beyond that. 

Some figures already offi¬ 
cially announced say the plan 
will call for grain crops in 
each of the next five years to 
surpass the record harvest made 
in 3978. 

The plan for Industrial 
growth is expected to be far 
more realistic and in line with 
actual results which have been 
achieved in recent years. 

Soviet and western specialists 
expect the plan to devote con¬ 
siderable attention to energy, 
including huge new resources 
to increase oil production in the 
hostile climate of western 
Siberia. 

The plan is expected to en¬ 
courage additional aicrnic power 
as weN. 

The United States Central 
Intelligence Agency has claimed 
chat Soviet oil production will 
peak in the early 19S0s and 
then begin to d'cline. 

Many Soviet specialists assert 
that production can be raised 
government is prepared tn pav 
the huge costs which will be 
involved for labour and techno¬ 
logy. 

According to Soviet and dip¬ 
lomatic analysts, the new five- 
year plan is likely to call for 
an industrial growth rate of 
about 3.5 per cent to 4.5 per 
cent a year.: 

In tbe current five-year plan, 
running from 1976-80, growth 
has averaged abour 4.7 per cent 
according to Soviet statistics, 
compared with the target 
figure of 63 per cent. Last 
year’s grawth was only 3.4 per 
cent. 

. At. tbe start of the 3960s. 
growth rates were more than 8 
per cent a year. Some Soviet 
analysts say industrial growth 
is slowing because the economy 
now produces the basic quan¬ 
tities of goods it needs even iT 
the qualiry is not always satis¬ 
factory. 

Current steel production of 
about 150 million metric ton* a 
year, - for instance, is judged 
sufficient for Soviet require¬ 
ments. 

Western specialists, however, 
also attribute the slowdown to 
a labour shortage and lagging 
technology. 

They note that light industry, 
which produces most consumer 
goods, is still underdeveloped 
compared with heavy industry.

Oil-importing nations are 
heading for record balance-of- 
paymenfcs deficits this year and 
trust use investment to reshape 
rfaeir economies, the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (Gatt) said in Geneva. 

Developing countries which 
export oil may have a record 
current account surplus of 
StlS.OOOm I £47,970m i at the end 
of 1980. according to rough 
preliminary estimates in Gatt’s 
annual study on international 
Lrade prospects.

Britain's “hidden economy”—those 
dealings and activities not recorded in 
national income—appears to tie smaller 
than was thought at first. According to. the 
Central Statistical Office the minimum size 
of the hidden economy (sometimes termed 
the "black” or “twilight” economy) is 
nearer 2 per cent than the 3,5 per cent the 
government statisticians estimated when 
rhey first looked at the subject last year. 

This is revealed in the annual Blue Book. 
more formally known as National Income 
end Expenditure, 1980 edition, which gives 
the definitive statistical profile of the 
economy during the previous year. 

The best guide to -he hidden economy is 
the difference between income and expen¬ 
diture of the gross -’omsstic product. How 
ever, the previous gap has been reduced, 
partly as a result of a large upward 
revision in estimates of corporate profits. 

The element of missing income* 
attributed to 'tax-evaded income or income- 
in-kind is thus reduced. However, there 
still appears to be little doubt that the 
hidden economy has grown since the 
middle 1970s. 

The Blue Book shows that total personal 
income {income from employment and 
self-employment,. investment incomes and 
government grants) increased by 17 per 
cent before tax between 1978- and 1979. 

As a result of the cuts in personal taxa¬ 
tion during 1979, personal disposable - 
income rose by 181 per cent. Saving in 
1979 with 14 per cent of disposable income, 
about 2 per cent higher than the average 
of the previous three years. 

After allowing for inflation, real dispos¬ 
able income is now shown to have 


increased by 6 per cent, .after an even 
larger increase—of 8 per cent—recorded 
in the previous-year: 

. _ This, is only the second time since the 
Second World War that there has been a 
„ rise. of ,14 per cent or more in two con¬ 
secutive years. The previous occasion was 
between 1971 and 1973.

Bowater-Scott, which claims ro 
be Britain’s-largest-producer of 
domestic and industrial paper 
tissues, has announced pro¬ 
posals for a £70m mill at 
Grimsby which could create 
250 jobs. 

The company, which already 
operates seven tissue paper 
machines in the United King¬ 
dom, has been granted a 15- 
month option to buy a 40-acre 
site on the outskirts of the 
town- A spokesman said yester¬ 
day that the company would be 
making a careful study of the 
market in tbe coming months 
before going ahead with the 
development. 

News of the. proposed ex¬ 
pansion will come as a boost 
io the country’s severely de¬ 
pressed paper and board' mak 
ing industry. The British Paper 
and Board Industry Federation 
said it was “ very welcome and 
encouraging’'. . 

Ironically, Bowater-Scott’s 
proposal follows tbe derision by 
Bowater UK to close its 
newsprint mill at Ellesmere 
Pore on Merseyside.' The mill is 
the largest of its type in the 
country and closure will mean 
the loss of 1,600 jobs. 

The closure, due in Novem¬ 
ber, will bring the total number 


of jobs lost-in the-paper indus¬ 
try in the. past 20 months to 
7,600 with 14 mills and 48 
machines closed. 

Bowater-Scott. which is 
jointly owned by the Bowater 
Corporation and the Scott Paper 
Company - of Philadelphia, has 
been searching for some time 
for a site on which to expand 
tissue production. 

. A final decision, however, has 
yet to be made. The spokesman 
added: “ We don't want to 
create expectations ■ in Grimsby 
that we cannot ultimately 
FulfiL" 

Tissues, unlike newsprint 

and other paper products, ■ have 
experienced relatively buoyant. 
sales during the current reces¬ 
sion. Bowater-Scott, whose j 
brand leader An dr ex has 29 per 
cent of the domestic toilet 
tissue market, claims 40 per 
cent of the total United King¬ 
dom domestic disposable tissue- 
market and 25 per cent, of the 
industrial sector. Last.year,-tbe 
company achieved record sales 
and earnings. 

Meanwhile, officials of the 
federation and the Society of 
Graphical and Allied Trades 
(SOGAT) are still hoping for a 
meeting with the Prime Minis¬ 
ter to discuss the plight of 
Britain’s newsprint industry.

This is a poinr forcibly taken 
up by Mr Brian Rusbridge, 
chief negotiator for the local 
govern ment employers : “ It will 
bring no joy to elected mem¬ 
bers to see a proud service 
decimated by financial crises 
generated by impossible de¬ 
mands and, for those who serve 
it, it is a hollow victory to 
gain high increases if there are 
many colleagues who are no 
lonser there to enjoy them H . 

This kind of desperate ■ bar¬ 
gaining environment could also 
encourage irrational. “ to hell 
with it" strikes, where workers 
have been forced to accept ex¬ 
ceptional .job and pay sacrifices. 
It was because they saw do 
other way out of the vicious 
downward spiral of pit closures 
and falling real wages that rhe 
miners began their strikes in 
the late sixties. A similarly 
desp-indeni logic lay behind this 
year’s sreel strike. 

So n*it all strikes are based 
on a nice calculation of profit 
and lo s by seasoned militants. 
And, having abolished the 
Clegg Comparability Commis¬ 
sion on the grounds that it was 
an engine of wage inflation, 
ministers have no ohvious 
safely valve to allow pressure 
In the pay system to esrape. If 
employers have enthusiastic re¬ 
course to the considerable new 
unnoury available under the 
Employment Act. further pres- 
sure will build tip. 

While the remorseless toll of 
redundancies in the private sec¬ 
tor has prompter! a real fear 
of strike-induced unemploy¬ 
ment for “a new* sense of 
realism” in the eyes of some 
ministers'), there -cems as yer 
no great Joss of nerve among 
the pace-sene's in the public 
sector.

period ”, he said. 

Cowie announced its coatrol 
over. Ewer on. June. 18 and the 
casb offer, which valued Ewer 
shares at £2ip, - was recom¬ 
mended , by Ewer directors. 
Cowie has refused, payment of 
that offer, he said, claiming 
that because of the Eastern 
Tractors deal they had suffered 
losses- 

Ewer has started High Court 
proceedings in an attempt to 
recover the payments and an 
application will be made on 
November 3.

Soviet Union 
faces poor 
sugar crop 

Late spring plantings and 
excessive summer rains have 
retarded sugar-beet develop¬ 
ment in Russia, prompting 
Western specialists to question 
the Soviet Union’s ability to 
meet its production goal of 
9.203m tonnes. Some claim 
output could total 8.0 to 8.3m 
tonnes. 

Aggravating the Soviet 
Union's supply position is the 
estimated 30 per cent reduo 
tion in sugar deliveries from 
Cuba, its leading-supplier. The 
Cuban crop suffered heavy 
losses From rust disease. Fur¬ 
ther bad weather during the 
coming beet harvest could 
worsen the crop outturn, lead¬ 
ing to still larger imports. 

Informed sources noted it 
was unseasonal for the Soviet 
Union to buy sugar in mid- 
September and this early acti¬ 
vity could indicate a poorer 
than expected beet crop. 

US sugar market specialists, 
familiar with Soviet agriculture, 
believe the USSR is conceotrat- 
on grain rather than beets in 
an attempt to maximize grain 
output and overcome the effects 
of the US grain embargo. 

Another possibility is that 
more beet -might be used as 
animal feed to make up for this 
year’s potato ernp tosses.
